Let mo give you an ex¬ 
ample: The owner of a $32,- 
000 home asse.ssed at .$8,000 
would pay only $24.40 per 
year for the now City Hall 
a.nd the improved park.s and 
library. This investmoiut is 
immediately eonverted into 
improvements which will 
benefit his property values 
rather than pay for some in¬ 
visible services such as wel¬ 
fare which the county pro¬ 
vides. O.n the other hand, if 
the city fails to build a new 
city hall or improve its de- 
lapidated water system or 
fails to improve its parks 
a.nd library, it would be less 
desirable as a place to live. 

Now, thi.uk of this: .$24.40 
per year is $240 over a ten 
.vear period. Compare this 
with what eve.u' a 2 per cent 
or 3 per cent lowering of 
property values would cost 
the homeowner. Comm o n 
sense tells me that the bond 
i.s.sue will improve the city 
and support property values. 
Besides, the $24.40 per year 
is deductible from federal 
Income taxes. It is in mine 
a.nd everybody’s interest to 
vote yes on June 8. 

Next week I want to take 
a look at how the spin oft 
effects of the bond issue will 
improve the downtown area 
and generate sales taxes.

What we’i’e really fishing 
for are environmental facts. 

At the San Onofre power plant, 
located near San Clemente, sea water 
is used to cool the plant condensers, 
and then the warmed water is 
returned to the sea. 

To determine whether this harms 
the marine environment, Edison 
commissioned an oceanographic 
company of national stature to 
monitor the ofTshore waters both 
before and after the jilant was built. 
Monitoring began in mid-1963 
— four-and-a-half years before the 
plant commenced commercial 
operation — and has continued ever 
since. 

Result: twenty-one reports reveal no 
significant changes in the marine 
environment. And that includes 
three years of plant operation. 

In addition, the California State 


Department of Fish and Game made 
its own study of the same marine 
area in 1969. The Department 
concluded that the nuclear unit’s 
operation did not appear to have had 
an adverse effect on the near-shore 
marine environment. 

Aside from the marine environment, 
some people may be concerned about 
radiation in the atmosphere from 
nuclear power plants. Actually, 
natural background radiation is 
everywhere and always has been. It 
comes from the air you breathe, the 
food you eat, the materials used to 


build your home. The San Onofre 
nuclear power plant is a source of 
some radiation, too. The question is, 
how much additional radiation are 
people exposed to living near San 
Onofre? The answer: so little that an 
elaborate monitoring program for 
the area surrounding the plant has 
yet to detect any additional radiation 
from operation of the plant. 

Based on these and other facts, we 
believe nuclear plants are a safe and 
sensible way to generate electricity. 
Clean, too. Since there’s no 
combustion in a nuclear reactor, no 
by-products of combustion are 
released into the atmosphere.

Roosevelt called it “the arsenal of Democracy” and so 
was conceived and born the American committment to 
dispatch arms, money, food and supplies to nations all 

over the world. . * n

us wo arc in Nixon’s war. 

On March 11, 1971, William Randolph Hears! Jr., wrote 
“America’s press, especially in these trying times, fre¬ 
quently and shamefully has failed to live up to its ex¬ 
alted ideals.”

“We now have about two million people on the wel¬ 
fare rolls, as I understand it; but we are, with this bill 
(the FAP) about to add l.'j million as a minimum estimate^ 
but as a maximum estimate, in my judgment, between 23 
and 30 million. And to administer the law for all those new 
welfare recipients literally thousands of now employes will 
Ik‘ required.” 

It is hard to believe that President Nixon, who in 
1968 promised to reduce the welfare load, truly under- 
sland.. the effects of the FAP legislation he is pushing so

Consider two men working side by side, with the 
same skills and drawing identical wages: 

One of these men, let us say, has five or six 
children. He hasn’t given thought to how ho will feed 
and clothe them and pay family bills over the years. The 
other man has one or two children. He and his wife are 
mindful of family responsibilities and the limits of their 
ineomo. 

Under the Ni.xon administration’s Family Assistance 
Plan, the man who has paid scant attention to his income 
limit will draw a welfare check from the federal govern¬ 
ment to supplement his income and bring it up to the 
level the government says he should bo at. 

This supplement, however, will come from the wages 
of the other, more responsible citizen who works alongside 
him on the job. The latter pays the tax, while the ir¬ 
responsible citizen get a subsidy. In other words, the 
Family Assistance Plan, by its very nature, is unfair to 
responsible, working citizens. 

Costly as the Family Assistance Plan would be in 
dollars, it would be even more costly to the nation in 
terms of lost incentive. The plan would take from the 
working man his incentive to acquire skills. As Congress¬ 
man Landrum observed, the administration is proposing 
a statute “that does something we have never done before 
by telling a working man that because you make less 
than so much you are in poverty and the government is 
going to take public money nad pay you a subsidy.” 

In other words, the Nixon administration’s Family 
Assistance Plan is completely out of character with the 
way America has done things. The administration is pro¬ 
posing to guarantee — whether or not a man works -- 
an annual income equal to the amount the federal gov¬ 
ernment decides he should have. If that s the way we 
are to do things in future, many people — the indolent ele¬ 
ment in the country — won’t work in future. They will 
say: “I don’t need to work. I’ve got federal Family As¬ 
sistance.” 

The Family Assistance Plan would be heaven to those 
very real human typos referred to in the “Welfare Cadil¬ 
lac” song. And those men and women who want to work 
and be self-reliant surely will be embittered when they 
see lazy individuals assured a permanent handout exis¬ 
tence at taxpayer expense. 

Traditionally, the American way has been for a 
man to work in order to make money. Now, the Nixon 
administration comes along and promises money without 
work. Certainly, that’s not reform. On the contrary, the 
Family Assistance Plan would undermine the work ethic 
fundamental to the well-being of this nation. It would 
turn the loafers, under-achievers and plain irresponsible 
people into a privileged class. That’s why it is so impor¬ 
tant that the Family Assistance Plan be defeated.

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1, 1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.
